On Christmas the farmer decided to 
take his profits in part and sold one 
of the pigs to a neighbor for $10. 
The 
second pig became lonesome, and the 
farmer, rather than have his charge 
die of grief, killed him, and he was 
consumed by the family. 
The farmer s gross income on the pig 
he sold was $1), the difference between 
the cost price of $1 and the sale price 
of $10. 
This part of the problem was 
very simple, and the farmer decided 
it himself without advice. 
He decid-; 
ed that the $0 profit was taxable as I 
Income, but when it came to figuring 
out his income on the second pig the 
farmer admitted that be was up a tree I 
He wrote the collector for assistance. 
Dailey ruled that the mere fact that 
the second pig was consumed in the 
form of pork did not in the least in- 
terfere with tie* government’s rights in 
the matter, but that the f irmer should 
figure $0 profit on the second pig in 
his gro-s income, just as he did with 
the one which was sold. 
Dailey explained the decision in this 
manner;

ence- of the street, in a circular be­ 
ing distributed over the state by the 
W oman’s Franchise League of Indi­ 
ana. 
The government could right these 
things, argues the suffragist, but be­ 
cause the women do not elect the offi­ 
cials of government and because the 
men do, “so it i- the men and not the 
women who are really responsible. 
“We are forever being told that the 
place for women is in the home,” con­ 
tinues 
the 
suffragist 
argument. 
“Well, so be it. 
She is responsible 
for the cleanliness o f her house, for 
the wholesomeness of the food, The 
children’- health 
and their 
morals. 
But if the neighbors are allowed to 
live in filth she cannot keep her house 
clean. 
And if dealers are permitted 
to -cli unclean and adulterated food 
she cannot keep her food wholesome. 
And if garbage accumulate- she can­ 
not 
protect 
her children’s 
health. 
And -he cannot protect the children's 
morals if immorality is licensed on the 
streets.
